Tin- 
s-peoiiil ol)jcct of tlie publication was tn swnil 
futnls of the Mission ; ami to ilo this a rare 
bill of faro has been ufll'ri;d to oui' Eu;,'li.sh 
uretliriMi. We liave no "luulit the F^ii^ilif^h 
ippctitc tor the ni.arvelloiis will hi; fully 
(;ratificii; iinil nuiior tlio iiilliiencc of the 
" thrilling narratives" of the apostle of An- 
j'licauistij, many bunevoient persons will 
" come up to the help of the Lord." Whilst 
.ve hare no disposition to undervalue the 
?iL>novoIonb nnd religious objects of tlie Col- 
iinibin Mission, vro ennnot but do our part to 
Uissundo tlio English mind from placing too 
great rolinnoo ongthe Sluncbansenisms of 
"George Columbia."

into a colony, was not passed till August, 
1858, and the Governor was not sworn in till 
November following ; and Col. Moody, Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works, and Capt. 
Gossett. Treasurer, arrived on necember 
25th, 1859, and the At lorney General in the 
spring following. In steed of. ihe news of 
gold ■.^iscovjerioa beingi; iabaequent f to the 
appointment of Governor, etc., it was 
spread abroad on this coast in Decem- 
ber, 1857, and from that time to April on to 
August, when the immigration fiom Cali- 
fornia culminated. All this time no other 
government e.visted in British Columbia, 
e.vcept the assumed authority of Gov. Doug- 
las, Chief Factor of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany. The next idea about " an infant par- 
liament " is ecjually absurd. No parliament 
has ever existed there up to the present 
time. Nor if better information is not had 
at the Colonial Otiice than can be found in 
" an occasional paper," we fear never will 
be. T,wp:y«ar8 ago previous to last June, 
the revenue was a cypher. Some mining 
licenses were sold. But the revenue, like 
all else that Gov. Douglas had to do with at 
that period, were sadly mismanaged, to the 
serious injuryof the country. The £100,000 
revenue is doubtless founded on one of the 
ilispatche.s sent home. But no such sum 
was ever raised. In 1859, the revenue was 
somewhere between £20,000 or £30,000. 
Thi.s year the cnstoin.i at New Westminster 
may possibly yield near XVii.i.dOi), and not 
more than .C20,OU0 will be derived from land 
sale.i, licenses, toiniage dues, etc., etc., etc. 
Even in this particular the revenue of IStiO 
is doubled by the author of " An Occasional 
Paper'' from "information supplied." 

It is in the Hish(i|.i's lotters, however, that 
we liiid the most singular " information." It 
appears ho arrived in Yiotoria on January 
Hth. On the l.'ith, he writes' to his '' Com- 
niissaiy." detailing some nmltors respecting 
th<! voyage, his reception hero, nnd the ns- 
I>cct of- things^ in genorul. On the joynge 
irom Siiii ^raiicisco here fio stopped at As- 
toria, Oregon, «nd he tlius paints the ptatc of 
religion there : 

"About 400 people live here. There is only 
one man a communirnnt of niiy denomination, 
and Jive leomtn out of 400 ! The mass arc npcii 
infidels. This is a specimen of man; rural places 
in America — how dilTefent (Vomour parochial *yf- 
tcm!"

In remarks on I he organiz'alion of the Mis- 
sion here, wo find the followmg on Prob-a- 
tioners; 

"Dissenting rainlBtera nllowcd to visit and c.!> 
hort and expoimd the Holy Scriptures, road 
prayers in black |;owim, tnit not pruao.li witti 
aulliority — tlicir time wholly |;ivca ami (lobtincd 
for ordination." 

Among other things we are told that " the 
Consecrated qhurohos will be set apart for- 
ever." So' yiotqria'Cfiurdh may be consiil- 
ered bey onil,,thq teach' of. leoulaf, influence. 

VVe pass on to the fishery question, about 
which are made some very judicious re- 
marks. His lordship evidently wishes lo do 
what he can to further our staple exports, for 
ho says he "will welcome any fisherman 
with letters of introduction" who designs 
engaging in tho cure of thu finny tribes. 

The next letter is dated at New Wcstiiiiii- 
stor, March ',1. After speiiking of the tnwn, 
Mission, chopping down trees, iiinl a i.Hiiivcr- 
sation with a liackw(M)ilsiiian, it winds up : 

" I sincerely tru.il niy friends in England will 
keep up the Special Fund." 

The third letter is dated Victoria, JIarch 
l4tli. It says: 

" When I arrived I found the papers full of 
warfare about a " State Church," lh« idea of Eng- 
lish Bishops being apparently insepcrablo from 
tithes, church rates, etc. • In my first sermon I 
proclaimed liberty and I told the people of tho 
church that upon them rcsteil the burden, nml that 
I did not drciim ot' resting upon the State. 'I'liis 
h.-id the de.^ireil eU'ect, the inovcmriit was cliecUed. 
Tliore liiis not been a syllabic since. " 

The above extract won hi very iiatiiially 
strike Kiiglish ears as exceedingly liberal. 
.Slate aid entirely gnorcd, and the Mission 
relying wholly on vohiiilarvisiii, wuuhl, if 
anything, inovB the pious lo contribute; but 
wo regret to say that the principles emirici- 
iited in Ihe inaugural have not been followed 
out to the letter. Instead of not a ".syllable 
since" of State ' Chnrdh, we have here 
enough to make volt] ines. Since then the 
rearing of the Bishop's residence bn the 
churoh reserve — a public square — thereby 
closing an avenuo to thirSemtitery and block- 
ing up a stieet, are not' what ought to b^ ex- 
pected of vohinlaryi.sni. 

We now come to vvhiit will astonish most 
of onr readers. Hail we not met it in jirinl 
— found it put I'ortii tivt'.r the nanie ■■ (Jeiir^e 
Columbia," we would not lor a niDrneiil 
have supposed it possible for any one to 
niisrepri'sent a people as the Ilefoiin party 
of the colony have been misrepresented in 
England. Tho .subject is the last general 
eleclioii. Hear what the Ilishop says :

leave such imaginary nonsense as stopping 
milk, etc., to the profound contempt it de- 
serves ; for no one can believe such trash. 
But when it is asserted that .Bishop.. De- 
murs voted • against the government be- 
cause he was displeased with Bishop Hills' 
receplion, wo have no liHsitation in saying 
that it is without the shadow of truth for its 
foniulation. .hist reoollerit that Dr. Hills 
arrived hcie on the Oth of January, taking 
his own stalttrieiit ; on thu ne.\t day Bi.sliop 
Deiner.s voted. So siuklen a change of opin- 
ion, had lie been a supporter of the govern- 
ment the tiny previous, would have been 
remarkable. Bui we well know, that Bishop 
Detners never for n moment thought of Dr. 
Hills, when, voting: was, in,.Qtiesilion. He 
voted for the Keforiri oaitididate^ and as an 
old settler he voted independently and for 
tho good of tho country, and as a loyal sub- 
ject. This slanderous charge, then, falls to 
the ground. We might follow the Bishop's 
loiter. to muoh:grealer length; but we have 
shown bp and irefnled enough to recommend 
rciitcr caniion in correspondence for the 
I'uhire.

The Nlas Case. 
Ill our report ol' ilia proceedings of tho 
House of Assembly, will be found a report 
of Ihc debate yesterday by that body in re- 
gard to ihe petition of G. E. Nias, late pro- 
prietor of tho Ficforin <ra:</(c, who is confin- 
ed for debt in the common jail. If the de- 
bate has no other eifict, we believe it will 
be the cause of providing mote comforlable 
quarters in future for unfortunnte debtors. 
The systein' of herdnig this class of persons 
with felons and murderers is a cruel one, 
and most have originated with a person ut- 
terly devoid of the finer instincts of human- 
ity. Plenty of room misht be spared in the 
upper portion of .the police barracks to fur- 
nish a comforlable room for debtors ; and 
we hope to see a certain part of it appropri- 
ated for that purpose at once. The cruel 
and barbarous treatment of a debtor in a 
creditor's power, will seldom iiuluce the for- 
mer to settle his account any sooner; in 
fact, we believe it will generally serve to 
make him all the less ready to meet the 
demand. We have before expressed our 
opinion in regard to the law for imprisoning 
debtors, and the proeeedings in the present 
case bayeonly borne.: us out in oiir asser- 
tionB-v As thejaw; at present stands, a busi- 
ness man may betaken from his office nnd 
hurried to jail without even being allowed 
sufficient time to procure articles absolutely 
necessary for his comfort, and be made an 
InVoiuntary associate of felons and assas- 
sins. 

With the previous character of Nias in 
California we have nothing to do liore ; nor 
have we anything to say at present in re- 
gard to his alleged pailncrsliip with Attor- 
ney-General Carv in the newspaper busi- 
ness, or in rejjnrd to the financial sliort-com- 
inp;s of the lalioT. Those allegations will, 
we suppose, be the subject of a legal inves- 
tigation at some future time. So we content 
our8elve«,with_meroly giving both sides of 
the picture in our Assembly report. Wo 
hope, however, no time will be lost by the 
authorities in providing more comfortable 
quarters for debtors; and we trust the ques- 
tion will be agitated until some change be 
made. 

Wiikre's the Steam Kit?— This question 
was aslced by every one yesterday, and by 
IK) 011.3 answered satisfactorily. That the 
Brother Jonathan was advertised to leave 
San Francisco on the 25th ult., is well 
known, and if she sailed on that day, she is 
just ten days out at 4 o'clock this afternoon.

Mr. Gordon — The principle of this bill is 
'iich, 1 am almost sure it will puss. It is

of ihe road from here to Esquimalt, for if 
flomethinp; is not done at once, it will he 
next to impassable when the winter months 
approach. This bill gives the Governor 
power'to brderithe road to be constructed, 
and the mode of payment for the work will 
be by trfaniiry bonds boarlny; interest of not 
more tiuiii 15 p«r cent. There are several 
contractor.^ in town ready to '^t> on willi the 
work. The bill provides for the levyiiii; of 
a. small toll, which is as follow.s: 1 horse, 
2.U1; 1 carl and hor.se, 6d ; 1 cart ami 2 
horses, Is ; each additional horse. 6d : mtilfs 
and donkey.s, 2Ad ; oxen, per head, 2Ad ; 
sheep, per .score, 2s. I believe that the 
oresent time is the best lor coin[nencii)<,' the 
road, and I hope no obstacle will occur in 
the passasje of iliis bill. 

Mr. Ilelmcken— What's the estimated in- 
come from these tolls? . 

Mr. Cordon — That's a matter not yet yone 
into. Hot I am satisfied that the surplns of 
money derived from the tolls will ie more 
than sudic.ient to pay off the loan. The road 
is will cost £3000. , . 

Mr. Hdlmcken was opposed to the bill. 
The hon. member propose.s to raises £3000 
for the making of tne new road. 

Mr. Gordon— No such ihini:. The con- 
li'actoi-s raise llie money, ami we pay them 
1.3 per cent, on the amount. 

Mr. Ilelmcken— Well, I'll like to know if 
that isn't the same thing You will have lo 
raise from lolls the'intere.*l, on the £3000, 
and then there will be' very little left with 
V. ;iich to nay off the principal. There are 
about 150 residents of Esqnimallj and out of 
that number, about 60 (according to the pro- 
visions of the Road Bill) wdl have to per- 
form si.v diiys' labor on the road. That six 
d i /s' labor by 60 persons will be all that is 
n -cessary to put the present road in good 
01 ler by winter. 

Mr. Foster — I atn .«.iirprised to hear so im- 
portant a bill objected to. Wtieii the repairs 
r :cpiired by the road have been put vtl Ironi 
t,.ne to time by the procraslmalion pursued 
l y the Government heietofore.u very serious 
ii jiiry has tjeeii wrouylit upon the people of 
\ icloria. Procrastination is a wrony system. 
'I'.iis bill provides for the' making of the 
road and the payment nf the cuiitraclors by 
the issuance of bonds. It is the same 
svstem as pursued, in British Columbia 
wvierej<iltihas been found to work well. 
iBe prociasiinaling spirit of last vear will 
not <lo now. I hope the opposition to tins 
^ hi.;,lily necessary bill will not be succes.liil. 

.Mr. Cary did not rise to oppose or support 
thiSibill. ( He believed the spirit of procras- 
tin'rtlion was'a wrong one. He rose to sup- 
pn i the principle of the bill, whioti was 
4lt :},\. It is proposed to pay the contractors 
by treasurv bonds ; but how are llie bunds

THE deutor's petition. 

Mr. Waddington— Mr. Speaker, I read ye.s- 
tcrd.iy a petition from G. K. Nias, a debtor 
conlined in our common jail. Thoro are ouo 
or two points in that petition vphioh "we q,ttn- 
not remedy at present, but there ore others 
on which we should express our condemna- 
tion. An allo;^atiou is made that he is con- 
fined in the common jail v.-ith felons, a.ssiis- 
sius, ami murderers for his eompauious. 
Such treatment comes very hard upon a man 
who has committed no crime against tho 
laws of his country. There is, iTegrot to 
sav, no place iit present provided in which 
debtors can be accoinmoilatod ; but I think 
the upper floor of the barracks should be 
fitted up as a prison for debtors, and I hope 
tho attention of the Executive will bo called 
to this fact. Now, Mr. Speaker, I hold in 
my hand a second communication from the 
prisoner which I shall read to tho IIouso. 

Tho Speaker— This is certainly out of or- 

Mr. Waddington— Ifc affects tlie' standing 
of tho hon. Attorney General. 

.iVIr. Gary— Why don't you impeach me, 
then?' , , , 

Mr. Waddington— I will first read the let- 
ter, which is as fidlows : 

.Jail, Victoria, 3d October, 1800. 

A W.vnDi!iOTO.v,,Es<l.! Sir,— In tho peti- 
tion which I hnd'the honor to request you to 
jiresent to the House of Assembly, I omitted 
to mention that 1 am pursued by Mr. Carr, 
my partner, for a niortg;iige and not a debt, 
nnd in addition, for security in double the 
atnount not to rjuil the Island. Mr. Cary is 
not a creditor of mine, but my partner in tho 
Virloria Gazette, and Avhb himself has failed 
in his cn^^a^ement to furnish one-hnlf the 
capital stipulated. 

It is on this account, and more i)articular- 
ly because Mr. Cary is Attorney General, 
that I bog to call your attention to the im- 
propriety of his conduct, and tho harsh con- 
sequences to myself.

Now, then, by this letter the hon. Aiioruey- 
General is accused of being a partner in the 
government newspaper. It is a novel niece 
of iniellii^eiice, and 1 was surprised when I 
heard of it. The Government Gazette re- 
ceives a certain portion of the public money, 
and the Attoiney-tJeneral, in acliiig a.i a 
pmuior in tho concern, must receive his 
share of I he profits; and now, I ask, is it 
rialit that he should continue lo hold his 
hi^di position and be a parliier in a news- 
paper ? 

Air. Cary — If tho hon. member believes 
what he says, lie sliould take leiial steps lo 
have the aliair investigated. If the hon. 
member had said, •' The document says so 
and so," I should have no objection; but 
when he comes here and assumes that I am 
a partner in the concern, he does what is 
wron:: : ami I ^'ive ilce nolii'e that it such a 
course IS pursued in fuluie. i shall ask the 
House to consider the improper coniluct of 
the hou member. The statement that I am 
or ever have been a partner in the Victoria 
Gazette is an untruth. I hare never had an 
interest in, nor drawn one penny from, a 
nowspapcr published in the colony ; nor 
have I received one dollar ol public money 
devoted to printing. The slatement in tho 
letter of the prisoner is a deliberate untruth. 

.Mr. Waddington said he had merely read 
the document which he had received in 
^ood faith from a person whom ho believed 
unfuitunale. 

Mr. Cary — You did not! You assumed 
that it wa.s so. You call the person niilor- 
tunate. Not si.v weeks ago you vourself 
warned roe of the dishonesty of this very 
man. 

.Mr. WaddinuloM— Yes ; and I have warn- 
ed otiicials ol ibc oharacler of other men ; 
holding irsi>onsiblo poMlimi-i, who would he 
a disgrace to aiiv paity or snojely. 

Jlr? Foiler thonyht, as the matter had 
been liron::lit beloro tho Hou.se, wo should
